2. I saw llr, Hoover and Mr. Ladd and explained the situ- 
ation to them orally and they both assured me that the prese 
reports concerning lmowledge of the Fuchs case for several 
years are entirely erroneous, Further, they had the infor:m#- 
tion on Fuchs only a few days before it was transmitted to ts 
and only a day or so before the British made it publie. 


3. They further assured me that all information they 
received would be made available to CIA at as early a date 
aS practicable. In this connection, please take note of Mr. 
Hoover's letter to the Director on this subject, dated 15 
March 1950, ER 0-9562.
